theory is tbat tbe company of which be is 
president has in tbe last few years made a 
vast improvement in tbe methods of New 
York's surface transportation and is put- 
ting into execution plans for still greater 
improvements. 


"To th« pjiblip,J' says Mr. Vreeland, 


"many things seem very easy and simple 
—tbings that are most difficult of accom- 
plishment. \Vben tbey have been mastered 
and one looks back upon tbe work tbat 
was needed to bring tbe improvement 
about, it is hard to realize that it actually 
did take all that time. Our present elec- 
trical svstem, for example—the pimplest 
thing in the world; we wonder now as 
we see it in operation why tbe idea did 
not occur to us at once. Yet it actually 
took years of experimenting. 


"There are 10 many considerations 


when you are at tbe work of improving 
street railroads. People generally do not 
see these considerations. Tbey say, 'Why 
don't you do this or that?'

CRAZY WOMAN'S DEED, 


Murdered Her Young Daughter, Usin-r 


Bootjack For Weapon, 


Bon Narrowly Escaped Meet- 


ing: the Same Fate. 


Unfortunate Mother Apparently Unconscious 


ol Enormity of Her Offtnse. 


Pecbody, Mass., Dec. 2.—Mrs. Richard 
Turlsy. wiff of a gardener employed 
•y Stephen Blarey, pounded her 12-year- 


•'(3 daughter over the head with a boot- 
ack until dead and nearly killed her 7- 
5'ear-old boy in the eame manner yes- 
terday afternoon. Mrs. Hurley is un- 
doubtedly insane. 


Mrs. Hurley entered the police station, 


and coolly informed the officer 1n charge 
that she iiad murdered two of her chil- 
dren. This information did not surprise 
the officer as might have been expected, 
for it appears that the woman called at 
the station some time ago and informed 
the officers that she had made away with 
two of the little ones, but an investiga- 
tion at that time showed that they had 
not been seriously harmtd. Yesterday I 
the woman insisted that she had com- ' 
niitted a double murder, and her plea ' 
that the police go to her house and see 
for themselves wlmt she had done was ! 
so strong that the officer at the station i 
decided to send a policeman to the Hur- i 
ley residencs. 
i 


The woman gave the policeman the key 


of the house, and when he entered the 
kitchen a fearful scene was presented. 
The body of little May Hurley lay on the 
floor in a pool of blood, the head bearing 
marks of heavy 
blows. 
One glance 


was sufficient to show that the girl was 
dead, and near the body was Mrs. Hur- 
ley's 7-year-old son. He, ton, was lying- 
on the floor, and his head was covered 
with blood. At first the polic? thought 
'T> v.-as dead, but when they examined 
•im (hey saw that life was not extinct. 


Tr. Tucker was summoned and on his 


iva! announced the 
girl's life ex- 


' t. as the police already decided from 


> appearance of the body. The doctor 
.un devoted his attentien to the boy, 


vhose najne is Thomas. He found that 
Thomas had sustained a severe concus- 
sion of the brain, but t>r. Tucker thought 
the injury would not necessarily prov« 
fatal. 


A further investigation by the police 


showed that Mr. Hurley had 
left his 


home at 12:40 o'clock in the afternoon to 
return to his work at Mr. Blaney's. Mr. 
Hurley says that at that time his wifa 
manifested no sign of mental trouble, 
and that he is at a loss to account for 
the terrible affliction except that his wife 
suddenly became insane and attacked 
the two children at home. Mr. Hurley 


Mrs. Hurley was once In the ~\'tnvera 


asylum, and it is thought will be re- 
turned to that institution. 


The weapon us;ed by Mrs. Hurley was 


a heavy black walnut bootjack. 
Ac- 


cording to Mrs. Hurley's own statem-snt 
she was seized with a terrible pain in 
the head soon after dinner, and the 
noise made by the children provoked 
her to a fit of rage. 
She ordered the 


grirl to help her clear away the dishes 
from the table. 
The thought suddenly 


ran into her mind that she would chas- 
tise the children for disobedience. 
She 


lost control of herself, seized a heavy 
bootjack, and beat the defenseless chil- 
dren over the head. 
The children fell 


senseless to th« floor, and supposing they 
were dead, she realized what she had 
done. 
She slipped on a skirt over her 


wrapper and hastened along the rail- 
road track, which runs along by tha 
house, to the police station. 
She told 


the officers what s>he had done, and was 
locked in a padded'cell while the case 
was being: investigated. 


Mr. Hurley, accompanied by Lawrence 


Waters, a friend, went to the house, 
where they found the two children on 
the kitchen Hoor, the girl dead, and the 
boy unconscious. 
The boy had sus- 


tained compression of the brain, and 
the doctors says that he will probably 
recover. 
There were finger-nail marks 


on the boy's throat, as though he had 
been choked, and his head and shoulders 
were badly bruised. 


Mrs. Hurley is the mother of 10 okil-

Her husband was almost 


crazy with grief. 


Nobody is. able to explain the cause of

She went there again about four years 
ago on her own accord, but the hospital 
authorities would not keap her there.

route, through the strait of Magellan 
and up the Pacific coast to one of 
tiie Mexican ports and then to Hono- 
lulu, where they will remain for some 
time, provided the situation in the Phil- 
ippines is sooh that their presence there 
will not be urgent.

work for It. If it comes to him, he will 
accept. 
After 
Mr. Whitney's with- 


drawal, it is practically certain that it 
will come to him.

Prank 
Goodrich's name \\as used as si pos- 
sible candidate yesterday, and Frank 
Tilton has also been used as a demo- 
cratic possibility, but as far as the 
delegates are concerned it is considered 
a waste of energy to speak of other 
candidates now.

don has been .used as a' possible in- 
dependent mayoralty 
candidate, 
but 


this talk is regarded as simply "talk," 
whose only purpose Is in the interests 
of some who have opposed the demo- 
cratic plans. It is generally believed 
that Mayor Cady and Mr. Bartlett will 
be the two opposing1 candidates. 


On the other,-democratic plans there 


is still little being1 discussed. David 
Bonner is now mentioned as a council- 
manic possibility from ward 3.

THEYEAH'S CONTAGIOUS DISEASES 


Th« City HM a Remarkably Healthy 


Record, Much Better Than Pre- 


vious Year. 


There were only 52 per cent, as many 


cases of contagious disease in this city 
during the year just ended as there 
were the year before. Agent Boughton 
of the board of health found this to be 
the case in making out his flnal report 
for the department. These statistics 
concern the cases of diphtheria and 
croup, scarlet fever and typhoid fever, 
as the serious contagious diseases. The 
total number for the past year was 
only 103, while in 1897 the number was 
160, a gain for last year of 57. 


The comparison of the two years ac- 


cording to the diseases is given here:

^ In this it should be noted that of the 
38 cases of typhoid, 20 were hospital 
cases, largely of soldiers and out of 
town patients, which should not prop- 
erly come under the list of city cases, 
although they have to be counted. 


A feature of the contagious disease 


record for the year is that the cases 
have come from no single locality, and 
that the methods of strict quarantine 
noiv enforced by the local board have 
prevented any epidemics. 
It is con- 


sidered probable that a good deal of 
what contagion there has been has been 
carried through the schools. 


Berkshire Agricultural Hard Up. 


The annual meeting of the Berkshire 


Agricultural society was held yester- 
day forenoon at Pittsfield. Out of 300 
life and annual members less than 75 
were present Treasurer Joseph Ward 
Lewis made his report both in gross 
and in detail, as to items of expense. 
The gross 
receipts, including: state 


bounty of $600, were $5,741, making up 
the balance. The expenditures were 
about $5,500, and there is a balance of 
$279 on hand. The assets of the society 
are reported at $12,581, Including the 
real estate and $296 due from the for- 
mer secretary, Rollin H.'Cook. The 
liabilities are a funded debt of $7,000 
and the outstanding bills of $2,224. The 
society is therefore solvent and has a 
surplus of $3,356. O. W. Robbins asked 
how much the society had run behind 
last year and was told that the balance 
of 
expenditures over the 
receipts, 


which includes premiums not yet paid, 
was $1,732. Mr. Robbins then suggested 
that the society make a sale of the 
land, etc., to a syndicate and have the 
fair managed by a stock company. 


A motion authorizing the president 


and treasurer to negotiate a loan of 
not more than $1,500 created con- 
siderable discussion. George Z. Dean of 
Cheshire proposed that subscriptions, 
or shares of say $10 each be taken, 
giving1 the life 
members 
the 
first 


choice, to put the society on its feet 
and out of debt. Secretary Wright said 
the last year there had been an in- 
crease in expenses and a decrease of 
receipts. Treasurer Lewis replied to 
some criticisms, saying that the ex- 
ecutive committee had devoted much 
hard work and had many conferences, 
to the end that the cattle show be 
made more attractive than ever and 
larger receipts result. O. W. Bobbins 
opposed the motion and again pre- 
dicted the 
hopelessness 
of the so- 


ciety's case. The motion finally pre- 
vailed and the loan is to be made. The 
sentiment prevailed that the society 
was In a critical condition.

SHOT AT AND TIED 


Sensational. Story Told By 


Charles W. Horend of 


This City. 


MET TWO MEN IN THE WOODS. 


They Were Fighting, and Me Tried to 


Separate Them—Then They At- 


tacked Him, and After 
Shooting at Him, Tied 


Him to a Tree. 


Chai'l°s W. Horend, an agont for 


the United States Guitar and Zither 
company, who is now staying in this 
city, reports an experience yesterday 
afternoon which is one of the most sen- 
sational that has-taken plafe in this 
region for a long time. As a result of 
it Mr. Horend has a bullet hole in his 
hat, another through his coat, and 
his arms are badly bruised. The affair 
took place between Williamstown and 
White Oaks, in the woods. 


Here is the startling story as Mr. 


Horend told it to a Transcript reporter 
who saw him this morning: He was 
going from Williamstown to White 
Oaks, and was walking- through a short 
cut in the woods. Suddenly he heard 
a cry for help, and saw at a short dis- 
tance two men, one of whom had the 
other 
down on the ground by 
the 


throat. Mr. Horend ran to the assist- 
ance of the under man, and grappled 
with the other. 


The man with whom he grappled he 


heard addressed by the other as "Hef- 
ier." They fought fiercely for a few 
nrnutes, the other man taking no part 
in the struggle. 
Then Heffer caught 


sight of a secret service badge whien 
Hei end wears, being connected with a 
' private secret 
service" company. 


Keffer immediately drew a revolver 
au.l fired twice. 
One bullet passed 


through Horend's hat, so close as to 
burn the felt, and the other passej 
thiough his overcoat, going through .1 
rack of business cards in it. 


The two strange men then attack? 1 


Borend together, and overcoming him, 
tifil him tightly to a tree, and told him 
to "&tay there till he got away." Hor- 
end saw a man passing in a team on 
the road at some distance, and shouted, 
but failed to make the man hear. At 
hiK sbout the two strangers ran to- 
ward the railroad. 
' 


It was over an hour when Horend 


fna'ly freed himself and was able to 
git back to Wiliiarnstown, almost com- 
pletely exhausted. 


3Tr. Horend describes both men as 


well dressed. Heffer was a young man, 
and wore a blue suit, light overcoat and 
white Fedora hat. The other man was 
larger, had a black moustache, and 
wore a black overcoat and hat. 


They did not attempt to rob Horend, 


but he lost a number of valuables in 
the ferce struggle.
